Mayor  Shelley,  deeply  concerned  with  the  needs  of  young  men  in 
the  16-21  age  group  to  earn  the  finances  necessary  to  continue 
their  schooling,  asked  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  sponsor 
a  program  under  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps. 


THEY  PASSED  A  RESOLUTION 


The  Public  Utilities  Commission,  having  under  its  jurisdiction  vast  holdings  of 
Watershed  Lands  where  worthwhile  work  could  be  performed  that  would  be  benefi- 
cial to  both  the  enrollee  and  the  Water  users,  passed  the  following  Resolution:  1^ 


PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION 


City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

Resolution  No.  65-0281 

WHEREAS,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  passed  the  Economic  Opportunity 
Act  of  1964,  Section  1  b  of  which  provides  for  Federal  contributions  up  to  90%  of  the 
cost  for  the  employment  of  young  people  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21  on  projects 
that  do  not  require  skilled  labor;  and 

WHEREAS,  to  carry  out  this  program  the  Director  of  the  Economic  Opportunity  Ad- 
ministration has  delegated  to  the  Secretary  of  Labor  the  responsibility  for  initiating 
and  conducting  projects  under  the  Neighborhood  Yough  Corps;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Youth  Opportunity  Centers  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
are  making  plans  to  provide  services  in  the  recruiting,  counseling,  and  placement  of 
personnel  on  jobs  concerning  the  general  maintenance  of  properties  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  young  men  and  women  under  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  would  be 
recipients  of  $1.35  an  hour  for  32  hours  a  week  where  no  schooling  is  involved,  and 
20  hours  a  week  where  schooling  is  involved,  which  would  also  be  greatly  in  the  public 
interest;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Federal  Neighborhood  Youth  program  permits  the  sponsoring  agency 
to  take  credit  for  contributions  in  the  nature  of  administrative  supervision,  direct 
supervising  time,  counseling  and  recruiting  services,  equipment,  transportation 
costs,  and  related  costs  and  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
has  under  its  jurisdiction  several  thousand  acres  of  land  in  the  watersheds  supplying 
water  to  the  City  and  County  and  neighbor  cities,  which  lands  are  urgently  in  need  of 
fire  protection,  road  maintenance,  improvement  of  drainage,  beautification,  general 
maintenance  of  facilities,  removal  of  debris,  which  otherwise  is  not  contemplated  to 
be  done  under  present  budget  restrictions,  all  of  which  would  be  a  distinct  improve- 
ment to  the  water  supply  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  definitely  in 
the  public  interest,  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  does  hereby  direct  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  City  Attorney  and  the  City  Controller,  to  begin  immediately  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Youth  Opportunity  Centers,  the  informal  preparation  of  project  applica- 
tions so  that  as  soon  as  practicable  a  formal  request  can  be  made  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  permission  to  file  a  formal 
application  with  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps,  Department  of  Labor;  and,  be  it 
further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Departments  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  lend  assistance 
in  the  preparation  of  an  application  with  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  so  that  it 
can  be  filed  by  April  30,  1965.

The  first  step  was  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  per- 
mitting the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  make  application  for 
Federal  funds.  Due  to  a  short  deadline  to  have  the  program  ready 
when  the  school  term  ended,  an  emergency  Resolution  by  the  Board 
was  necessary;  referral  to  Committee  would  have  delayed  the 
starting  date.  An  emergency  resolution  requires  a  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Board  -  a  rare  occurence.  The  Board,  enthusiastic  about 
the  program,  passed  the  necessary  motion  adopting  the  following 
resolution:

RESOLUTION  No.  250-65 

WHEREAS,  The  Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  1964  is  intended  to  provide  useful  work 
experience  opportunities  for  unemployed  young  men  and  women  through  participation 
in  State  and  community  work-training  programs,  so  that  their  employability  may  be 
increased  or  their  education  resumed  or  continued;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  said  Act  will  enable  public  agencies  to  carry  out  programs  which 
will  permit  or  contribute  to  an  undertaking  or  service  in  the  public  interest  that 
would  not  otherwise  be  provided,  or  will  contribute  to  the  conservation  and  develop- 
ment of  natural  resources  and  recreational  areas,  through  a  system  of  Federal  con- 
tributions of  up  to  90%  of  the  cost  of  employment  of  such  young  men  and  women;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  by  and  through  its 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  which  has  jurisdiction  over  the  San  Francisco  Water 
Department,  is  authorized  to  prepare,  process  and  do  all  other  acts  relative  to  sub- 
mitting, a  project  application  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor,  Manpower 
Administration,  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps,  pursuant  to  the  Economic  Opportunity 
Act  of  1964.

Mr.  Ross,  as  the  Chief  Accounting  Officer  of  the  City  and  County, 
is  responsible  for  the  receipt,  collection  and  disbursement  of  all 
City  funds  and  exercises  general  supervision  over  all  officers, 
commissions,  boards,  or  employees  handling  such  monies.  Through 
his  guidance,  the  monies  received  from  the  federal  government, 
including  an  advance  of  $50,000  to  meet  the  initial  payroll  and 
equipment  purchases,  were  set  up  in  proper  accounting  form. 
Thus  the  federal  government  was  assured  that  all  money  spent 
on  the  program  would  be  properly  spent  and  the  City's  employees 
were  properly  supervised  in  their  spending.

It  was  deemed  advisable  to  set  up  Civil  Service  job  titles  and  set 
pay  scales  for  the  enrollees,  supervisors  and  co-ordinator  between 
the  City  and  various  participating  agencies.  The  Civil  Service 
Commission  created  the  titles  Field  Conservation  Aide  NYC,  Field 
Conservation  Foreman  NYC,  Field  Conservation  General  Foreman 
NYC,  and  Project  Coordinator  NYC.  By  creating  these  positions 
under  Civil  Service,  controls  were  automatically  set  up  to  handle 
employments,  terminations,  payrolls,  deductions  to  be  vathheld, 
and  generally  act  as  a  double  check  on  the  actions  of  the  Project 
Director  and  Coordinator. 

Commissioner  von  Beroldingen,  also  a  member  of  the  Economic 
Opportunity  Council,  was  particularly  interested  and  helpful  and 
made  several  tours  during  the  program  studying  its  various  facets. 


HE  DIRECTED 

Mr.  Carr  called  in  his  staff  and  outlined  the  program  and  the  steps 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  directive  of  Mayor  Shelley  and  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission.  Among  the  steps  was  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Civil  Service  Commission,  Con- 
troller, Purchaser  and  City  Attorney.

THEY  MESHED  THE  GEARS 

The  work  took  place  on  the  Watershed  Lands  of  the  Water  De- 
partment in  San  Mateo  County.  This  area  is  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  O' Marie,  Peninsula  Division  Manager,  who  knew  where 
the  work  projects  would  be  practical  and  beneficial,  the  type  of 
work  needed  to  be  performed,  and  who  was  able  to  work  out  the 
logistics  of  transporting  the  enroUees  to  and  from  the  work  sites. 
In  addition,  Mr.  O' Marie  was  able  to  select  personnel  from  the 
regular  work  force  to  assure  adequate  and  competent  supervisors 
of  the  work  crews.

Once  the  project  proposal  was  put  together  and  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Labor,  all  the  agencies  pledged  to  participate  had 
to  be  started.  Mr.  Rock  coordinated  the  work  of  the  California 
State  Employment  Service  which  had  to  supply  the  enrollees, 
Civil  Service  Commission  to  certify  the  supervisory  personnel, 
Municipal  Railway  to  provide  bus  transportation.  Purchasing 
Department  to  begin  buying  supplies.  School  Department  to  provide 
classroom  space  and  teachers,  the  Youth  Opportunity  Centers  to 
participate  in  all  phases,  the  Accounting  Division  to  set  up  account 
numbers.  There  was  also  insurance  to  purchase,  a  list  of  medical 
doctors  to  handle  injuries,  a  bank  of  speakers  to  participate  in 
the  school's  sessions.  In  short,  the  Coordinator  handled  the  mul- 
titude of  details  necessary  to  make  a  smooth,  efficient  operation 
possible.

San  Francisco's  ten  percent  share  of  the  program  was  made  up 
in  services,  primarily  in  the  cost  of  the  Municipal  Railway  buses 
and  operators  used  to  transport  the  enrollees  from  San  Francisco 
to  the  watershed  in  San  Mateo  County.  In  addition,  a  percentage 
of  the  time  devoted  to  the  program  by  supervisory  and  clerical 
employees  of  the  City  was  also  charged.  Actually,  the  final  ac- 
counting shows  the  Sponsors  share  amounted  to  15.517%  of  the 
total  contract  costs. 

Of  the  monies  expended  by  the  government,  sixty  two  plus  percent 
went  to  the  enrollees  in  wages.  The  requirement  was  sixty  percent. 


CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO 

The  enrollees  were  cJrawn  from  the  four  so-called  "poverty 
areas"  as  shown  in  the  above  1960  Census  Tract  Map.  Hunters 
Point  and  Western  Addition  are  predominantly  Negro  and  the 
Mission  District  Spanish  speaking  populations. 

Two  50  passenger  Municipal  Railway  buses  were  used  to  transport 
the  enrollees,  and  certain  supervisors  who  rode  with  them.  One 
bus  began  its  run  at  Hamilton  Playground  in  the  Western  Addition 
and  picked  up  the  other  half  of  the  load  at  the  Old  Hall  of  Justice 
in  Chinatown.  The  second  bus  started  at  Mission  High  School  in 
the  Mission  District  and  went  to  Hunters  Point  Youth  Opportunity 
Center.

Big  Payoff  for  Youth

The  sounds  of  young  teen- 
agers, contented  and  accom- 
plishing useful  work,  can  be 
heard  these  days  In  the  tan- 
gled woods  on  the  western 
slope  o(  San  Francisco's  wa- 
tershed at  Crystal  Springs 
and  San  Andreas  Lakes  in 
San  Mateo  County. 

It  is  an  already  successful 
program  with  100  youngsters, 
who  otherwise  would  be  wan- 
dering the  streets  and.  by 
their  own  admissions,  getting 
Into  trouble,   now  gainfully 


employed  clearing  under- 
brush,  making  eight  miles  of 
walking  trails  and  sprucing 
up  the  bridle  paths. 

Wages 

The  boys  are  members  of 
the  Youth  Conservation  Corps 
which  Is  a  part  of  the  federal 
government's  over-all  pro- 
gram to  provide  jobs  and  cut 
down  delinquency  on  a  pre- 
ventive basis  from  coast  to 
coast. 

Uncle  Sam  puts  up  90  per- 
cent of  the  cost  and  the  city 
contributes  10  percent  In 
services  such-  as  collateral 


supervisory  duties  for  Water 
Department  employes,  and 
the  use  of  Muni  buses  to  take 
the  youngsters  to  and  from 
the  job. 

The  kids  get  Sl-35  an  hour 
for  a  32-hour  week.  And  they 
hke  it.  There  is  no  such  thing 
as  absenteeism.  There  is  a 
certain  amount  of  griping 
about  the  work  being  back 
breaking  and  how  they  would 
like  an  hour  for  lunch  instead 
of  a  half  hour,  but  an  observ- 
er, tramping  through  the 
woods  and  talking  with  the 
youngsters,  comes  away 
the  conviction  the  kids  have

found  themselves  through 
pride  in  their  work. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the 
community  as  well  as  the 
kids  themselves,  the  payoff 
comes  Friday,  the  fifth  day 
of  their  work  week. 

Advice 

That  day,  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  the  members  of  the 
corps  are  supposed  to  attend 
a  morning  "bull"  session  in 
John  O'Connell  High  School. 
The  surprising  thing  Is  they 
show  up  100  percent  even 
though  they  do  not  havp  to 
appear. 

And  at  these  sessions,  two 
things  occur.  Prominent 
businessmen  of  their  own 
selection  show  up  and  tell 
them  how  to  get  jobs  when 
they  are  through  school,  how 
to  learn  the  various  trades 
and  what  the  pay  and  oppor- 
tunities are. 

Of  perhaps  greater  Im- 
portance, when  the  economic 
advice  has  been  given,  the 
boys,  under  the  cloak  of  com- 
plete anonymity,  are  asked 
such  questions  as  these: 

Why  do  teen  -  agers  rob 
churches? 

Why  do  they  beat  up  elder- 
ly men  and  women,  and  rob 
them? 

Why  basically  do  they  com 
mlt  antl-soclal  acts  which 
can  ruin  their  lives  to  laj 
nothing   of  disabling 
victims? 


Answers

S.  F.  Youth  Corps 
— Jobs  and  Hope

At  9  o'clock  every  week- 
day morrdng  this  summer, 
special  Mimi  buses  pick  up 
25  teen-agers  at  each  of 
four  San  Francisco  street 
comers. 

The  four  corners  are  in  the 
city's  four  neighborhoods  the 
Federal  Government  calls 
^'poverty-stricken"  —  the 
fillmore  and  Mission  dis- 
tricts, Hunters  Point  and  Chi- 
natown. 

The  buses  take  the  100  boys 
down  the  Peninsula  and  into 
this  hills  above  Millbrae  to 
tha  huge  complex  of  high, 
grassy  hills  and  reservoirs  of 
the  San  Francisco  Water  De- 
partment's watershed. 
WORK 

There,  as  part  of  one  of  the 
Bay  Area's  first  Neighbor- 
hood Youth  Corps  projects, 
the  city-bred  teen-agers  go  to 
work  with  brush-cutters  and 
axes,  lumber  saws  and  pitch- 
forks. 

*'Man,  this  work  Is  hard," 
said  17-year-old  Anthony  San- 
chez of  1254  South  Van  Ness 
avenue  after  he  trudged  up  a 
slope  carrying  his  brushhook. 

*'U  these  people  wanted  to 
reially  do  something  useful, 
they  could  fill  In  some  of 
thpse  valleys  so  there 
wouldn't  be  so  many  hills  to 
icllmb,"  he  said  with  a 
sweaty  smile. 

BRUSH 

"Well,  it's  good  football 
training,"  said  Nick  Lauria, 
18,  of  528  San  Jose  avenue. 
He  plays  end  for  Polytechnic 
High  School. 

Sanchez'  and  Lauria's  work 
crew  has  been  cutting  a 
swath  of  brush  for  several 
weeks  along  the  Water  De- 
partment's property  line  near 
the  Crystal  Springs  Reser- 
voir. 

Other  ten-man  crews,  each 
with  an  experienced  Water 
Department  laborer  as  fore- 
tn  a  n,  are  cutting  weeds, 
clearing  walking  trails 
through  the  woods,  and  shor-

ing  up  slopes  and  planting 
bushes  to  prevent  soil  ero- 
sion. 

SCHEDULE 
For  almost  all  the  young- 
sters, it  is  their  first  experi- 
ence of  working  with  their 
hands  outdoors.  They  work 
four  eight-hour  days  a  week, 
getting  paid  about  $40.  and 
spend  a  fifth  day  of  classes 
and  discussions  back  in  the 
city. 

"These  kids  are  not  drop- 


outs." explained  Joseph 
Rock,  a  Water  Department 
executive  who  Is  running  the 
project.  "Ideally  we'd  like  to 
get  the  kids  who  might  drop 
out,  give  them  a  summer  of 
good  healthy  outdoor  work, 
and  persuade  them  to  stay  in 
school." 

What  are  the  boys  getting 
out  of  the  project? 

•  To  begin  with,  most  of 
them  are  getting  a  real  work- 
out. Their  faces  have  the 
ruddy  glow  of  Army  basic 
trainees. 

"This  is  no  dole,"  said 
Rock.  "One  kid  quit.  I  asked 
him  why,  and  he  said  the 
work  was  too  hard.  We  con- 
sider  that  a  real  compli- 
ment." 

"The  first  day  we  worked 
out  here,  everyone  got  so 
tired  they  all  fell  asleep  on 
the  bus  going  back,"  said  Ty- 
rone  Pratt,  17,  a  George 
Washington  High  School  stu- 
dent from  3016  Pine  street. 

•  Many  of  them  are  learn- 
ing for  the  first  time  certain 
basic  habits  —  promptness, 
carefulness,  reliability  — 
that  one  would  need  for  any 
job. 

"I'm  learning  to  be  care- 
ful," said  Pratt.  "On  warm 
days  in  the  woods  up  here 
you've  got  to  watch  for  rat- 
tlesnakes. It  keeps  you  really 
alert  all  the  time.  I  want  to 
be  an  accountant  some  day 
and  maybe  this  will  help  me 
be  alert  and  catch  mistakes." 

•  "It  keeps  people  off  the 
streets."  Surprisingly,  this 
statement  came  more  often 
from  the  boys  than  from 
their  supervisors.  They  all 
come  from  poor  neighbor- 
hoods where  jobs  are  scarce, 
and  the  only  alternative  for 
many  of  them  would  be  to  sit 
around  and  do  nothing  for  the 
summer. 

•  Many  of  the  youngsters 
are  getting  the  "stay  in 
school"  message,  though  per- 
haps not  quite  the  way  it  was 
intended; 

"Once  you've  worked  here 
you  know  how  things  might

be  if  you  dropped  out,"  said 
one  boy,  leaning  on  his  shov- 
el. "Man,  this  work  would 
keep  any  guy  in  school.  Just 
the  hills  alone  should  con- 
vince anybody." 

DISSENTER 

Though  the  Water  Depart- 
ment's project  seems  highly 
successful,  the  Neighborhood 
Youth  Corps  has  its  critics. 

One  of  them  is  Horace  Cay- 
ton,  a  former  University  of 
California  sociologist  and  the 
author  of  "Black  Metropo- 
lis," one  of  the  classic  works 
on  American  Negro  poverty. 

"I'm  certainly  all  for  going 
out  and  doing  physical  labor 
in  the  fresh  air,"  he  told  The 
Chronicle  yesterday,  "b  u  t 
you  have  to  fit  these  kids  for 
the  jobless  world  they're 
going  to  go  back  and  face. 

"M  u  c  h  of  this  so-called 
poverty  program  is  a  com- 
plete farce.  They  act  like 
they  want  to  make  proper 
middle-class  kids  out  of  these 
slum  kids,  but  they  don't 
teach  them  anything  that 
would  give  them  a  chance  to 
get  a  job.

"It's  a  lot  better  than  hang- 
ing around  a  street  comer 
getting  into  trouble." 

William  Alsobrook,  a  16- 
year-old  San  Francisco  high 
school  senior  slung  a  freshly- 
sharpened  boe  onto  his  shoul- 
der and  wiped  the  sweat  out 
of  his  eyes.  "Besides,"  he 
said,  "I  didn't  have  anything 
else  to  do  this  summer." 

He  was  talking  about  "Op- 
eration Summertime,"  a  pro- 
gram presently  providing  Jobs 
for  100  youngsters  on  soil 
erosion,  fire  control  and  re- 
forestation projects  In  the 
North  County  watershed. 

The  San  Andreas  dam  area 
on  San  Francisco  Water  De- 
partment property  west  of 
Skyline  Boulevard  was  the 
scene  yesterday  of  activity 
not  seen  since  the  days  of  the 
depresslon-bom  Civilian  Con- 
servation Corps. 

The  program,  a  segment  of 
President  Johnson's  anti-pov- 
erty campaign  Is  designed  to 
help  needy  high  school  young- 
sters cam  money  ior  their 
families  and  to  enable  them 
to  stay  In  sduol  In  the  fall.

Utilities  Commission,  In  co- 
operation with  the  U.S.  Labor 
Department's  Neighborhood 
Youth  Corps,  is  empkiylng  the 
yo[i±3  from  16  to  21  In  a  13- 
week  program. 

Each  boy  Is  paid  $135  an 
hour.  Total  cost  of  the  project 
will  be  S100.712.  with  the  Fed- 
eral Government  contributing 
$85,387  and  the  city  paying

Heading  the  San  Mateo 
work  force  is  John  E. 
O'Marie,  Peninsula  division 
manager  of  the  San  Francisco

O'Marie  said  the  youngsten 
are  transported  into  the  wa- 
tershed area  each  day  by  two 
muni  buses  then  returned  to 
the  city  each  evening.

COMMENTS  BY  THE  STUDENT  WORKERS 
ON  THE  POVERTY  PROGRAM  WORK  PROJECT 


1.  It's  pretty  easy  work  sometimes.  But  we  should  have  a  five  minute  break  some- 
times because  bending  over  all  the  time  might  hurt  your  back.  This  Friday  is 
pretty  good  for  a  start.  Our  working  hours  are  good,  but  we  need  one  hour  for 
lunch. 

2.  I  think  this  is  a  very  worthwhile  project.  Besides  helping  the  City  out,  we  benefit 
from  it  too.  This  program  keeps  some  of  us  out  of  trouble.  Sometimes  doing  the 
same  work  day  after  day  gets  dull,  but  this  also  gives  us  a  chance  to  enjoy  the 
sunshine  and  the  country  life. 

3.  Well,  I  myself  think  that  the  work  1  am  doing  is  alright  because  it  gives  me  good 
exercise.  But  then,  on  the  other  hand,  it  isn't  the  greatest  thing  in  the  world 
because  of  getting  up  in  the  morning  on  summer  days  and  waiting  for  the  check, 
you  know.  Otherwise  I  think  it's  great. 

4.  Our  first  week  of  work  was  really  rough.  Most  of  the  fellows  and  1  have  never 
handled  tools  before  in  our  lives.  Even  though  the  going  for  me  wasn't  very 
exciting,  I  feel  this  project  is  accomplishing  something  for  the  people  involved. 
We  learn  to  work  as  a  team  and  gain  experience  with  tools  and  also  the  experi- 
ence of  a  full  time  job.  As  a  result,  I  have  gained  some  useful  money  which  I 
will  surely  use  when  I  get  into  college,  and  I  have  learned  the  real  value  of  money. 
I  have  known  that  money  doesn't  grow  on  trees,  but  now  1  can  say  1  know  the 
worth  of  a  dollar.  I  feel  the  program  will  be  a  success. 

5.  I  think  this  is  a  good  way  of  making  money  for  the  summer.  It's  good  for  your 
health,  and  it's  good  for  self-respect.  It  helps  you  to  meet  other  people  and  see 
how  they  live.  It  teaches  you  to  use  tools  in  your  work.  It  helps  you  to  learn  about 
life  as  it  is  to  you  and  to  other  people.  It  is  a  start  in  life  and  helps  you  to  think 
what  you  want  to  be  in  life.  It  teaches  you  self-respect  and  respect  for  others. 
You  are  what  you  want  to  be  and  only  if  you  want  it. 

6.  I  think  that  the  job  is  pretty  easy.  I  would  like  to  work  with  more  people  of  my 
race,  instead  of  being  the  only  Chinese  in  the  group.  This  is  quite  lonely  and 
creates  certain  problems.  I  hope  to  stay  on  this  program  until  the  end  of  the 
summer,  and  maybe  from  the  experience  I  will  gain  a  better  job  in  the  near 
future.  I  find  that  all  the  foremen  are  nice  to  get  along  with,  and  I  am  doing  my 
best  to  please  them. 

7.  From  my  crew's  point  of  view,  I  think  this  project  has  been  successful.  It  has 
been  helpful  to  me  in  various  respects.  With  this  little  venture,  I  have  found  a 
way  to  pass  the  summer  and  to  earn  money  on  the  side.  Without  such  activity, 
I  might  be  roaming  the  streets  doing  nothing.  As  a  result,  this  project  has  been 
a  method  of  keeping  trouble  off  the  streets. 

I  believe  my  crew  has  been  working  hard  and  has  been  earning  the  pay  coming 
to  us.  However,  this  is  not  true  all  around.  As  we  work,  some  of  the  other  crews 
around  us  have  been  goofing  off  and  playing.  This  destroys  the  morale  of  the 
project. 


8.  It's  worth  while.  I  like  it,  but  the  only  thing  is  that  we  have  to  wait  so  long  for 
our  check  to  come.  I  wish  you  could  make  this  a  year-round  project.  How  about 
seeing  if  you  can?  The  pay  is  good,  but  I  think  there  should  be  a  store  around 
somewhere  cause  it  gets  very  hot  up  there.  They  ought  to  have  some  horses  so 
you  can  ride. 

9.  It's  fun  to  be  with  your  friends  and  to  make  new  friends.  The  work  isn't  hard, 
but  sometimes  it's  boring  if  there's  no  thinking  to  do.  If  you  concentrate  on  what 
you're  doing  and  don't  think  about  anything  else,  the  work  goes  fast  and  is  over 
before  you  know  it.  I  think  the  program  has  great  potential  if  the  boys  who  just 
sit  on  their  fannies  and  every  five  minutes  ask  what  time  it  is  would  get  to  work. 

10.  I  have  five  impressions:  a.  My  impression  of  this  work  is  that  it  is  hard,  and  I 
am  tired  when  I  get  home.  b.  I  like  this  work  because  I  am  with  my  friends,  and 
Mr.  Jordan  is  a  very  nice  man  and  foreman,  c.  I  hope  it  will  be  good  reference 
for  me  when  I  go  to  get  another  job.  d.  The  thing  I  don't  like  about  it  is  that  there 
is  too  much  poison  oak,  hillsides,  and  holes  in  the  ground.  A  person  could  seri- 
ously injure  himself.  There  are  no  girls.  It  is  too  far  to  the  rest  room.  e.  Last 
of  all,  all  the  foremen  are  very  nice  men. 

11.  After  a  week  at  this  job,  I  feel  experienced  enough  to  say  that  I  am  not  entirely 
satisfied  with  my  work.  The  work  is  hard  on  my  hands,  my  clothing,  and  my 
patience.  However,  I  must  admit  that  the  pay  is  satisfactory  (not  the  best,  but 
satisfactory),  that  I  have  been  introduced  to  a  swell  foreman,  and  that  the  fellows 
I  work  with  are  both  friendly  and  cooperative  in  getting  done  what  we  are  supposed 
to  do. 

12.  I  think  that  the  first  week  of  work  was  not  too  hard  until  yesterday.  It  was  hard 
work  yesterday.  When  you  start  to  do  the  work,  you  think  you  can  go  on  without 
stopping;  and  after  awhile  it  starts  getting  tiresome,  and  you  want  to  stop.  But 
you  don't  want  the  people  to  think  that  you  came  to  get  paid  for  sitting  down  and 
playing.  You  want  to  show  them  that  you  really  came  to  work.  If  the  foremen  got 
all  the  men  to  working  and  not  just  half  of  them,  you  would  get  the  job  done  better 
and  faster. 


13.  My  opinion  of  this  project  is  the  whole-hearted  truth.  At  the  beginning,  every- 
thing and  everyone  never  knows  what  is  happening  or  what  exectly  anyone  is 
supposed  to  do.  This  first  week  has  had  its  exciting  moments,  and  it's  been  dis- 
appointing also.  If  you  have  any  degree  of  insight,  you  will  know  nothing  ever 
goes  perfect  on  the  first  try.  Since  the  beginning,  things  have  been  shaping  up 
well,  and  as  long  as  everyone  is  working,  this  project  will  be  a  success.  I  did 
have  very  much  criticism  for  this  project,  but  as  the  days  pass  I  have  better 
things  to  say.  I  think  I'm  very  lucky  to  have  gotten  into  a  good  crew  with  a  good 
foreman.  I  believe  this  is  only  the  beginning  of  many  projects  of  this  sort.  My 
support  is  yours. 

14.  The  work  was  hard  for  the  first  few  days.  I  am  now  getting  used  to  it.  I  really 
don't  like  it,  but  I  will  do  my  best  because  it  is  the  only  job  I  could  get  over  the 
summer.  I  hope  I  don't  have  to  do  this  kind  of  work  for  the  rest  of  my  life.  The 
reason,  and  the  only  reason,  I  think  this  job  is  good  is  that  it  shows  you  the  bad 
side  of  life.  I  mean  if  you  don't  finish  school  you  will  be  doing  something  you 
don't  like  for  the  rest  of  your  life. 


15.  I  think  this  job  is  a  hard  job  and  requires  a  lot  of  work,  and  the  wages  are  low; 
but  in  my  opinion  it's  worth  my  time  to  work  hard  and  make  some  money  rather 
than  to  loaf  around  this  summer.  I  think  that  all-around  this  is  a  pretty  good 
job,  and  it  gives  everybody  a  fair  shake. 

16.  To  me  the  Economic  Opportunity  Act  has  been  very  successful  and  enjoyable. 
The  program  is  very  helpful  to  the  community  because  it  helps  to  beautify  the 
rolling  hills  of  Millbrae;  also,  most  important,  it  helps  to  lessen  the  danger  of 
a  major  and  disastrous  forest  fire. 

My  sincere  opinion  about  this  job  is  in  the  following  lines:  First  of  all,  I  like  to 
work  in  the  open  and  on  the  land,  so  I  really  enjoy  this  job.  Another  reason  why 
I  like  the  job  is  because  it  gives  me  a  real  chance  to  help  my  mother  financially, 
and  also  to  help  myself  in  the  future  years  that  I  will  spend  at  City  College  start- 
ing in  September.  Frankly,  gentlemen,  this  job  came  to  me  out  of  nowhere;  just 
when  I  thought  God  was  leaving  me.  He  came  with  this  job.  Like  I  said  before,  1 
am  very  happy;  and  I  know  I  couldn't  be  happier  because  all  the  people  around  me 
are  very  good  friends,  and  I  really  like  to  work  for  such  good  people. 

17.  Ih'  opinion  of  the  work  in  Millbrae  is  that  the  work  is  helpful.  It's  helpful  in 
putting  money  into  the  pockets  of  teenagers  who  would  otherwise  have  none.  It 
is  helpful  because  it  gives  work  experience  and  you  work  for  what  you  get  — 
this  is  not  a  give-away  program.  For  me  personally,  it  will  give  me  a  chance  to 
pay  for  some  of  my  own  things  by  myself,  and  it  will  also  help  me  pay  for  my 
books  when  I  start  to  college.  I  am  very  glad  that  such  a  program  is  in  existence, 

18.  I  believe  that  this  project  is  helping  me  because,  being  the  eldest  brother  in  my 
family,  I  can  earn  some  money  to  help  out  the  family  and  to  help  myself  by  doing 
something  in  this  vacation  instead  of  roaming  the  streets  and  provoking  the 
possibility  of  getting  into  trouble. 


19.  Well,  to  me  it  seems  that  you  are  doing  a  great  help  by  starting  this  program.  In 
the  first  place,  the  money  which  we  will  earn  will  help  most  of  us  to  continue 
schooling.  Secondly,  we  get  some  experience  in  gardening,  putting  up  barbed  wire, 
and  some  carpentry  work. 

Then,  by  this  work  we  also  help  the  government.  If  the  government  employed  the 
old  men,  they  would  have  to  pay  more  to  them,  but  of  course  the  older  people 
do  a  better  job. 

So  to  me  this  is  a  great  program,  even  though  some  of  us  are  inexperienced 
with  this  kind  of  job.  But  as  time  will  go  by,  I  am  positive  we  will  do  a  great  job 
and  will  make  the  Sawyer  Camp  a  nice  and  neat  place  to  visit. 

20.  For  the  first  week  it  wasn't  like  I  thought  it  would  be,  but  I  had  a  general  idea. 
The  foreman  helped  a  lot  and  gave  a  lot  of  tips.  He  shows  the  easier  ways  of 
working  with  the  tools.  Also  the  work  has  been  hard  for  some  and  easier  for 
others.  This  first  week  already  gave  me  enough  experience  to  help  through  the 
future  with  similar  jobs.  I  have  already  tasted  dirt,  the  hot  sun,  and  the  insects. 
I  figure  from  here  on  I  should  take  it  as  it  comes.  The  work  will  be  hard,  but  I 
will  try.  In  my  planning  for  a  job,  I  thought  it  was  for  the  money,  but  now  I  know 
it's  to  pick  up  good  habits  and  a  lot  of  experience.  It  will  be  a  summer  to  re- 
member, not  just  to  pass  on. 


21.  The  program  is  worthwhile  in  that  it  provides  summer  employment  for  those 
who  need  it.  The  good  part  about  it  is  that  it  can  put  a  little  money  in  our  pockets 
instead  of  having  us  wasting  our  time  running  around  the  streets.  The  bad  part  is 
the  organization.  The  impression  is  that  the  crews  never  seem  to  know  exactly 
what  they  will  be  doing  the  next  day.  When  we  arrive  in  the  morning  everyone 
makes  a  grab  for  any  old  tool  without  the  knowledge  of  where  and  what  he  will  be 
working  on.  It  seems  the  crews  just  go  up  the  roads  and  find  a  spot  where  nobody 
is  working  and  just  start  working  without  knowing  where  or  what  we're  working 
for  or  towards. 

22.  I  think  that  this  program  is  very  helpful  to  myself  and  the  rest  of  the  young  men 
here  with  me  today.  I  am  very  happy  to  be  working  for  the  S.  F,  Water  Depart- 
ment. This  job  makes  me  want  to  stay  in  school  my  last  year  and  go  on  to  college. 
This  job  is  very  helpful  to  me  and  also  keeps  some  money  in  my  pocket.  My 
foreman,  Joe,  is  a  real  great  person. 

23.  I  believe  that  the  work  we  are  doing  will  help  us  to  become  better  people.  The 
work  will  occupy  us  through  the  day  and  let  us  know  the  value  of  money.  In  other 
words,  we  will  understand  that  money  does  not  grow  on  trees. 

In  the  future  we  will  know  a  little  about  landscaping  work.  The  work  will  also 
give  us  a  chance  to  respect  workers  who  work  with  their  hands. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  the  work  will  build  up  our  morals. 

24.  In  my  personal  opinion,  I  think  that  the  job  planning  for  this  week  has  worked 
out  pretty  well  considering  the  little  time  the  managing  people  have  had.  I  think 
that  the  work  makes  a  sound  body,  and  the  school  sessions  on  Fridays  build  a 
sound  mind.  At  first  the  work  was  a  little  tiring  and  boring  but  that  was  expected 
for  the  first  couple  of  days.  The  job  will  give  me  something  to  do  over  the  summer 
vacation,  and  I  will  look  forward  to  my  pay  at  the  end  of  two  weeks.  This  is  a 
well  planned  activity  and  helps  the  boys  to  earn  money  for  their  own  personal 
use. 

25.  I  think  it  is  helping  to  learn  how  to  get  out  and  work  with  no  help  from  other 
people  (parents).  But  it  is  boring  work  doing  the  same  thing  over  and  over,  and 
I  will  be  glad  when  we  do  something  more  challenging  because  anyone  can  clear 
grass.  The  school  program  is  alright  since  we  are  learning  and  making  money 
at  the  same  time. 

26.  My  opinion  in  this  job  project  is  good.  The  work  is  good,  and  the  pay  is  pretty 
good,  I  think.  The  best  thing  about  this  project  is  that  it  keeps  some  of  the  boys 
out  of  trouble.  I  hope  San  Francisco  and  the  State  of  California  help  and  plan 
another  project  for  next  summer.  San  Francisco  should  have  another  project 
in  progress  this  summer  because  there  are  many  more  youths  that  want  jobs. 

27.  I  think  that  this  project  is  very  helpful  in  that  it  gives  us  a  chance  to  do  some 
helpful  work  and  gain  some  experience.  This  project  also  keeps  us  off  the  streets 
and  out  of  trouble,  and  it  puts  some  change  in  our  pockets.  In  all,  I  believe  this 
project  is  very  helpful. 


28.  Some  kids  are  not  as  lucky  as  others,  who  have  money,  and  who  work  to  get  it, 
and  who  get  a  little  work  education  at  the  same  time.  This  program  does  all  of 


these  things.  Even  writing  this  paper  is  a  part  of  education.  It  helps  you  with 
your  thoughts. 

29.  This  summer  job  has  a  moral  to  it.  I  think  it  will  help  all  of  the  boys  in  future 
job  training.  This  sort  of  employment  is  mostly  helping  everyone  who  hasn't 
had  a  job  such  as  this  one.  I,  myself,  think  this  is  a  nice  sort  of  work  for  boys 
—  not  too  hard  or  not  too  easy.  You  get  a  pretty  nice  salary  for  summer  work, 
and  I  think  you  should  put  out  the  best  of  your  ability  to  work  the  best  way  you 
know  how.  I  am  100%  in  favor  of  this  sort  of  plan  during  the  summertime.  I  don't 
think  this  should  be  carried  on  during  school  session  because  this  will  cause 
drop-outs. 

30.  I  think  it's  a  pretty  good  program,  and  my  impression  of  the  first  week  is  that 
the  first  day  was  the  hardest  and  the  longest.  I  thought  the  lunch  time  would  never 
get  there,  and  then  after  lunch  the  day  was  still  dragging  along.  The  best  sight 
that  I  saw  was  at  3  o'clock  when  the  buses  were  coming  around  the  mountains. 
After  the  first  couple  of  days  the  time  started  going  faster,  and  I  started  doing 
more  work;  and  I  kind  of  like  it  now  that  I'm  getting  used  to  it,  but  I  wouldn't 
want  to  do  it  for  the  rest  of  my  life. 

31.  When  I  started  the  job,  it  was  hard.  Then  going  on  through  the  week  got  easy 
for  me.  I  think  this  is  a  very  good  project  for  us  teen-agers.  This  work  can  help 
us  in  the  future,  show  us  how  jobs  are,  and  also  put  a  little  money  in  our  pocket. 
Now,  kids  need  work  to  keep  them  off  the  streets  and  from  making  trouble;  it 
gives  them  something  to  do.  In  my  opinion,  it  Is  a  very  good  ideal  for  teen-agers. 

32.  This  project  has  been  very  good.  You  learn  to  work  together.  It  has  a  great  plat- 
form. I  enjoy  the  work;  it  isn't  hard  labor,  but  you  have  to  work.  This  work  has 
been  a  great  financial  help  and  an  experience.  This  work  will  teach  you  how  hard 
a  dollar  comes.  Many  really  don't  know  the  value  of  a  dollar.  This  money  will 
buy  school  clothes  for  some,  and  others  are  planning  to  buy  cars.  I  enjoy  the 
work  and  would  like  to  work  full  time  for  the  Department. 

33.  I  think  that  I  could  have  had  a  better  job,  but  I  am  glad  that  I  got  this  job.  Like 
my  father  said,  "Something  is  better  than  nothing."  I  find  that  the  job  isn't  that 
bad  once  you  don't  think  about  the  time,  and  you  eat  breakfast  in  the  morning.  If 
you  are  like  me,  the  job  is  alright. 

34.  I  honestly  think  this  is  a  good  program  for  helping  young  people  learn  by  doing, 
and  it  also  keeps  some  money  in  their  wallets.  The  way  the  program's  set  up  the 
youth  that  gets  the  job  are  the  ones  that  are  probably  thinking  about  dropping 
from  school  because  of  money  trouble.  This  keeps  them  in  school  and  also  out  of 
trouble  during  the  long  summer  months. 

35.  I  think  that  this  program  is  a  very  good  one  to  help  us  to  learn  more  in  a  dif- 
ferent way.  Many  of  us,  as  you  might  have  known,  came  to  Millbrae  in  search  of 
money  and  helpfulness.  I  myself  came  for  a  little  bit  of  both  and  found  that  it 
was  hard  work,  but  you  learn  something  all  the  time. 

I  think  that  it  was  a  good  idea  to  set  this  job  up  for  another  reason  and  that  is 
to  keep  boys  out  of  trouble.  Up  there  working,  you  can't  get  restless  like  around 
the  house.  So  if  at  home  you  get  restless,  the  effect  is  to  have  fun  that  might 
cause  trouble. 


36.  To  me  this  is  one  of  the  nicest  jobs  for  the  summer  that  I  ever  had.  This  will 
give  me  a  lot  of  experience.  1  think  that  it  will  help  me  when  I  get  out  of  school. 

37.  I  think  that  this  job  is  alright  because  when  I  get  out  of  high  school  I  will  have  a 
little  bit  of  experience  in  conservation  work.  But  if  I  could  find  another  job  paying 
more  I'd  take  it. 

38.  Well,  I  think  this  is  a  pretty  good  program  that  you  have  here.  It's  going  to  help 
me  a  lot,  but  I  think  I  could  have  gotten  a  better  job.  But  I  guess  I'm  doing  pretty 
good  on  this  job,  so  1  am  not  trying  to  get  a  better  job. 

39.  My  opinion  of  this  job  is  that  I  believe  that  it  is  a  help  to  me  this  summer  and 
it  isn't  a  hard  job.  I  like  this  job  and  wouldn't  mind  working  full  time,  but  at 
this  time  school  comes  before  a  job.  I  hope  that  I  can  go  on  working  all  this  sum- 
mer. This  job  shows  me  that  I  can  depend  on  myself.  It  makes  me  feel  like  a 
man.  This  job  has  really  been  keeping  me  out  of  trouble.  I  feel  better  making 
some  money. 

40.  Well,  I  think  this  job  is  better  than  my  old  job  because  I  did  not  like  riding  my 
bike  down  on  Van  Ness  Street.  This  job  that  I  have  can  help  everybody  who  might 
drop-out,  and  who  can't  get  a  job,  and  who  don't  want  to  go  to  school.  A  lot  of 
my  friends  said  that  they  wish  that  they  had  my  job.  I  don't  have  time  to  finish, 
but  I  would  like  to  talk  to  you  anytime. 

41.  My  opinion  of  this  job  is  that  I  think  it  will  help  me  to  get  other  jobs  because  of 
the  experience  on  this  job.  Other  reasons  are:  I  needed  the  money  and  I  like  the 
job.  I  don't  like  getting  up  early  in  the  morning  but  what  I  do  like  is  the  money 
we  get  and  the  hours  we  have.  There  are  other  reasons  too,  but  I  don't  have  time. 

42.  I  like  the  job,  but  I  don't  like  the  bus  we  get  on.  It  comes  late,  and  we  are  freez- 
ing outside.  The  place  where  we  work  at  is  O.K.  The  water  is  kind  of  nice,  but 
the  poison  ivy  is  something  else.  The  job,  I  say  again,  is  nice.  We  can  work  our 
hardest  and  work  our  weakest.  The  foreman  doesn't  rush  you.  He  just  says  take 
it  easy.  We're  not  working  hard  out  here  to  be  sweating  like  a  dog.  The  weather 
is  kind  of  nice.  The  way  you  pay  us  is  great. 

43.  To  me  it's  all  right  but  it's  too  hard  and  too  hot  to  be  working  out  here.  I  was 
looking  for  a  job,  for  the  summer,  that  was  easy;  but  the  job  I  got  now  is  all 
right. 

44.  I  feel  that  a  job  is  a  good  influence  on  the  boy.  I  think  that  this  is  a  good  job,  and 
I  like  the  job.  If  it  was  up  to  me,  I  would  work  and  keep  working.  I  think  it  is  a 
good  program  for  the  boy.  The  men  are  good,  and  they  help  me  In  my  work.  It 
is  a  good  program  and  thanks  for  the  work. 

45.  First,  I  think  I  could  have  gotten  a  job  paying  a  little  bit  more  with  a  little  less 
work.  If  you  just  start  working  and  don't  stop,  it  doesn't  seem  so  bad;  but  when 
you  sit  around  it  gets  harder  and  harder.  And  another  thing:  sometimes  we  get 
the  wrong  tool  for  the  work  we  have  to  do.  The  foremen  do  not  push  us  so  hard, 
so  that  should  help  us  a  little  bit.  And  another  thing  is  that  they  tell  us  to  be  there 
at  8:15,  and  the  bus  doesn't  come  until  almost  9:00,  and  it  is  real  foggy  and  cold 
out  there  waiting  for  that  bus. 


46.  In  my  own  opinion,  this  program  created  by  both  the  local  and  federal  govern- 
ments with  the  goal  of  helping  the  American  youth  is  helpful  to  everyone.  Not 
all  of  us  are  able  to  finish  college  or  even  to  get  in.  We  are  the  future  generation 
who  are  supposed  to  govern  ourselves,  and  I  believe  the  program  has  the  ability 
of  fulfilling  the  necessities  for  us. 

If  I  were  not  working  at  this  moment,  I  would  have  to  work  harder  during  my 
years  in  college.  And  with  this  discouragement,  I  probably  would  not  be  able  to 
go  through  school  as  I  wished. 

As  for  those  who  do  not  plan  to  go  to  college,  the  program  helps  them  in  looking 
for  a  better  job.  Thank  you  for  concerning  yourself  with  us,  and  1  hope  we  will 
be  able  to  return  something  to  you  in  the  future. 

47.  I  don't  have  much  to  say  about  my  job  because  I  just  started.  But  I  think  it  would 
be  the  only  place  to  make  good  money  and  learn  how  to  work  with  tools  and  how 
to  do  the  job.  Next  time  I  have  a  chance  at  another  place,  I  should  know  what  to 
do. 

48.  I  think  this  program  is  good  in  one  way  and  bad  in  another  way.  It  is  good  because 
it  gives  kids  like  me  knowledge  of  how  hard  labor  workers  have  to  work  so  they 
can  live.  But  in  the  other  way,  it  takes  away  a  job  from  a  man  who  might  have  a 
big  family  and  has  no  job.  But  otherwise  I  think  it  is  a  very  good  program. 

49.  Well,  without  this  Youth  Corps  I  would  not  have  a  job.  The  job  is  alright,  but  I 
want  something  harder.  I  think  the  pay  is  alright,  and  I  have  a  good  boss.  The 
Youth  Corps  is  a  thing  to  thank  God  about. 

50.  I  find  working  with  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  to  be  quite  interesting.  I  would- 
n't want  to  do  work  like  this  for  a  living,  besides  I  know  I'll  end  up  doing  much 
more  strenuous  work  if  I  quit  school.  For  now,  I'll  stick  with  this  for  a  simple 
reason:  to  have  something  to  do  and  get  paid  while  doing  it. 

51.  The  job  is  hard  work,  but  what  work  is  easy?  It  keeps  boys  busy  during  the  sum- 
mer and  makes  it  less  boring.  The  best  part  of  the  program  is  the  pay  and  rate 
of  pay.  I'm  sure  the  program  is  a  success  and  hope  it  will  continue. 

52.  Well,  the  job  is  a  good  one,  not  the  best,  but  good.  The  work  we  are  doing  now 
is  because  of  careless  persons  who  drive  their  cars  along  the  road  and  throw 
matches  out  of  the  windows  and  set  fires.  I  like  the  job,  as  a  matter  of  fact  I 
like  any  job  if  it  pays  money. 

53.  I  think  this  job  is  very  good  for  me  because  I  think  it  will  help  me  in  the  near 
future.  This  job  is  my  first  job,  and  I  like  it  the  first  week.  I  think  this  job  will 
help  the  Water  Department  from  fire  and  other  things. 

54.  The  Department  of  Labor  is  a  good  project,  and  it  keeps  me  off  the  streets.  At 
the  same  time,  we  are  making  money. 

55.  I  think  the  Department  of  Labor  is  doing  a  good  job  in  giving  the  youths  jobs  for 
the  summer,  and  bringing  us  to  school  on  Fridays.  I  think  this  will  help  the  youth 
of  the  future  to  get  better  jobs. 


56.  I  feel  that  the  new  project  has  a  favorable  cause  in  helping  the  youths  to  find 
something  to  do.  The  job  has  helped  me  in  giving  me  the  experience  of  a  labor 
worker  and  associating  with  the  foremen  and  other  workers.  It  has  fulfilled  my 
doubts  about  the  functions  of  the  Water  Department  in  S.  F.  I'll  have  to  admit, 
though,  I  wasn't  expecting  to  work  on  such  a  fine  project.  With  all  sincerity,  I 
hope  that  our  group,  the  first  to  work  on  this  new  project,  fulfills  all  the  re- 
quirements that  we  are  confronted  with,  with  the  hope  of  helping  another  group 
at  another  time  to  work  as  we  have  worked. 

57.  To  me  this  job  is  really  terrific,  not  only  because  I  will  benefit  by  it,  but  it  will 
help  other  kids  to  have  an  opportunity  to  have  a  job.  Maybe  I  could  have  gotten  a 
better  job  with  higher  wages,  or  maybe  I  just  couldn't  find  a  job  at  all  during  the 
summer.  When  I  found  out  that  if  this  summertime  job  does  work  out  O.K.,  it 
will  be  open  all  year  round  to  kids  who  drop  out  of  school,  it  made  me  feel  as 
if  I  really  did  something  for  my  country.  This  job  might  give  me  an  opportunity 
to  find  a  job  in  the  future.  It  also  shows  how  much  land  we  must  conserve. 

58.  The  project  has  been  going  at  a  good  pace  over  the  last  four  days.  The  workers 
are  putting  or  applying  good  effort  in  their  work.  The  morning  whispers  that 
have  been  spreading  around  are  that  the  workers  don't  want  to  work  in  the  same 
place  that  they  have  been.  They  are  tired  of  it,  but  I  like  it.  I  hate  to  admit  that 
there  has  been  a  little  cheating  by  most  of  the  workers,  but  the  project  is  helping 
out  a  lot  of  unfortunate  and  fortunate  children.  I  also  think  that  it  should  continue. 

59.  I  think  the  work  we  are  doing  is  worhwhile  because  it  keeps  you  occupied  over 
the  summer.  The  work  isn't  hard  yet;  the  time  is  all  right;  and  the  pay  seems 
good. 

60.  This  program  gives  me  a  chance  to  make  some  money  this  summer.  I'd  rather 
have  some  more  work  so  that  I  could  be  paid  higher  wages  though. 

61.  I  think  that  it  is  a  good  job.  I'd  like  to  say  about  it  that  it  pays  good  and  the  work 
is  good.  I  think  I  have  a  good  job.  I  think  the  rest  room  is  to  far  away.  In  some  of 
the  hills  or  the  depressions,  it  is  hard  to  work. 

62.  I  think  that  the  job  is  O.K.,  but  I  don't  think  I  can  make  it  the  11  weeks.  I  want  to 
have  some  fun  this  summer. 

63.  I  think  that  the  work  we  are  doing  will  help  most  of  the  boys  out  there  and  some 
it  will  not.  It  is  not  too  good  when  one  has  to  walk  a  great  deal  just  to  use  the 
rest  room.  I  know  that  is  is  hard  to  have  the  rest  room  move  as  we  move,  and 
I  also  know  there  are  not  enough  to  go  around.  We  do  not  have  the  proper  tools 
for  the  type  of  work  we  are  doing. 

64.  I  think  this  project  is  very  good  because  it  will  make  me  know  how  work  is  and 
make  me  responsible. 

65.  I  think  the  program  Is  fair,  and  the  work  is  worthwhile,  and  this  has  given  me 
working  experience. 

66.  This  project  to  me  is  wonderful  because  it  will  build  me  up  for  sports  so  that  I 
can  help  my  school  in  sports  activity.  The  work  is  hard,  but  you  need  hard  work 


for  a  strong  healthy  body.  In  a  couple  of  weeks  I  should  be  stronger  than  I  am 
now.  I  want  to  play  baseball  or  football  when  I  grow  older,  and  hard  work  will 
do  just  that  for  me. 

67.  I  think  the  program  of  work  is  not  that  hard,  but  I  don't  like  the  grass  we  have  to 
cut.  The  guys  I  work  around  are  O.K.  and  help  make  the  time  fly.  Our  foreman 
is  another  good  guy  who  only  raises  his  voice  to  the  few  lazy  workers  in  our 
crew, 

68.  I  feel  that  it  is  a  waste  of  time  cleaning  the  road  on  which  we  are  now  working. 
I  think  it  would  be  better  if  we  could  get  up  in  the  mountains  and  knock  down  a 
few  trees,  etc.  Other  than  this  the  work  is  not  too  hard,  and  I  kind  of  like  it  in 
a  way, 

69.  I  think  it's  good  to  have  a  program  like  this  for  kids.  It  gives  them  money  in 
their  pocket  and  responsibility.  It  also  prepares  us  for  the  future.  It  gives  us 
references  and  a  chance.  It  makes  better  people  of  us  and  gives  more  pride  to 
some  of  us, 

70.  Most  boys  will  benefit  from  this  program.  You  won't  get  through  to  everyone, 
but  you  can  try.  Summertime  is  getting  more  and  more  dead,  i.e.,  nothing  to  do 
but  lie  around.  This  program  gives  youth  a  chance  to  make  something  out  of 
themselves.  So  far  it  has  been  fun  and  enjoyable. 

71.  I  think  this  is  very  helpful  for  students  who  like  to  earn  money  and  who  don't 
mind  working.  It  gives  them  a  chance  for  work  experience,  something  to  do  be- 
sides staying  in  the  street  or  getting  into  trouble. 

Tlie  work  in  my  opinion  is  satisfactory  because  it  is  not  extremely  hard,  and 
you  are  not  pushed  hard  to  work  fast  but  only  to  do  your  best, 

72.  I  think  this  program  gives  me  something  to  do  during  the  summer  and  gives  me 
a  chance  to  save  some  money  for  college,  I  knew  from  the  first  week  that  it  was 
kind  of  hard,  but  after  a  while  I  got  used  to  it.  Also,  the  tools  I  used  were  new 
to  me.  But  I  know  the  experience  I  get  here  will  really  help  me  in  years  ahead. 
Thanks! 

73.  I  think  l;he  job  is  hard,  but  in  a  way  it's  O.K.  For  instance,  the  first  day  of  work 
was  hard,  but  later  I  found  out  it's  really  simple.  I  also  think  we  should  have 
some  electric  equipment  to  do  some  of  the  work  we  are  doing, 

74.  I  think  the  program  is  O.K.  because  it's  helping  us  to  earn  money,  and  in  years 
to  come  it  might  help  other  teen-agers  to  earn  money  during  the  summer.  It 
is  also  hard  work  that  takes  a  lot  out  of  you.  The  wages  aren't  high  enough  to  be 
working  so  hard.  I  also  think  that  these  programs  you  have  planned  for  us  on 
Fridays  might  be  a  waste  of  time. 

75.  I  suppose  that  this  program  does  help  some  people.  It  helps  me  to  gain  experi- 
ence and,  I  hope,  responsibility  that  may  prove  valuable  in  the  future.  I  think 
that  I'm  getting  stronger  or,  at  least,  getting  in  better  shape.  I  suppose  the  pay 
is  adequate;  but,  if  we  work  hard  for  a  little  money  now,  we  should  want  to  work 
harder  for  more  money  later  in  our  chosen  professions. 


76.  I  feel  that  we  have  a  lot  to  benefit  from  this  kind  of  work.  First,  it  will  help  us 
to  get  used  to  the  idea  of  working  and  being  around  people  or  fellow  workers. 
This  will  effect  our  future  years  in  deciding  what  kind  of  jobs  that  we  think  we 
are  qualified  for.  The  program  the  S.F.W.D.  has  set  up  has  helped  us  and  has 
given  us  the  opportunity  of  discovering  what  kind  of  jobs  lie  ahead. 

The  foreman  has  also  helped  us  by  showing  us  the  ways  of  handling  and  using 
tools  and  showing  us  what's  right  from  what's  wrong.  I  enjoy  this  working  proj- 
ect. I  think  it's  a  great  idea  and  hope  that  they  will  continue  it  for  the  next  couple 
of  years. 

77.  The  first  week  of  the  project  in  the  Water  Department  was  very  good.  This  proj- 
ect keeps  us  away  from  trouble.  It  also  helps  us  to  earn  some  money  for  the 
rest  of  the  year.  It  will  improve  our  habit  of  working.  This  project  will  make  us 
stronger.  This  will  teach  us  what  work  is  really  like.  It  will  give  us  responsi- 
bility to  ourselves  and  to  others.  This  project  will  give  us  job  experience.  This 
project  will  be  very  successful. 

78.  I  think  the  work  we  are  doing  is  worthless.  It  doesn't  seem  to  do  any  good  for 
the  Water  Department.  But  it  does  do  some  good  for  us  because  it  gives  us  an 
opportunity  to  learn  how  to  use  some  tools  we  have  never  used  before.  It  also 
helps  us  to  stay  out  of  trouble.  That's  what  I  think  about  the  work  we  are  doing. 

79.  By  getting  this  job  I  felt  I  was  getting  a  chance  to  learn  something  that  might 
help  me  in  the  future.  It  also  gave  me  an  opportunity  to  earn  while  I  was  learning. 

80.  I  think  this  program  is  good.  It  gives  us  a  chance  to  earn  some  money.  It  also 
gives  us  some  job  experiences.  Perhaps  this  program  is  the  only  thing  that  can 
provide  a  job  for  us.  Stores  and  private  institutions  would  probably  not  hire  us. 
This  program  shows  us  what  a  job  is  really  like.  We  learn  that  we  have  to  fill 
out  forms  like  the  W-2  forms.  The  job  is  not  especially  hard  for  us.  My  foreman 
lets  us  rest  when  we  are  tired.  I  am  sure  that  Fridays  will  be  educational. 

81.  I  think  this  project  is  O.K.  because  the  work  is  not  too  hard  and  the  pay  is  good. 
The  money  will  help  us  later  on  and  now.  With  the  money  we  earn  we  can  buy 
our  own  supplies  for  our  needs  and  continue  further  schooling.  Also  this  project 
gives  us  something  to  do  during  the  summer  instead  of  bumming  around.  This 
trade  school  is  not  bad  except  for  the  English  and  arithmetic  part.  Why  don't 
you  set  up  a  program  so  we  could  learn  what  we  want  like  electrical  stuff  or 
something  we  don't  get  a  chance  to  learn  in  our  regular  school. 

82.  To  me  the  first  week  was  just  a  preface  to  what  we  were  going  to  do.  I  mean  to 
say  that  the  first  week  was  just  an  introduction.  We  learned  how  to  use  the  tools, 
etc.,  and  also  we  learned  to  get  along  with  each  other.  As  I  understand  it,  later 
we  will  really  start  working  —  in  the  hills.  Then  I  will  feel  that  we  are  doing 
something  really  constructive.  This  program  gives  us,  the  unemployed,  a  chance 
to  further  our  knowledge  of  different  skills.  It  puts  otherwise  idle  energy  into 
something  useful.  It  keeps  us  off  the  streets  and  is  a  source  of  income. 

83«  I  think  this  program  is  a  good  one  because  it  gives  teen-agers  a  chance  to  earn 
some  money  for  things  that  they  want,  need,  or  just  save.  It  also  gives  us  a 
chance  to  learn  how  to  use  different  tools  and  to  learn  to  work  with  different 


people.  The  first  days  were  the  hardest  because  we  didn't  know  how  to  use  dif- 
ferent tools  and  because  we  were  out  of  shape.  But  after  a  couple  of  days,  some- 
how, we  didn't  seem  to  be  so  tired.  With  the  help  of  our  foreman,  we  were  using 
the  tools  much  better  and  were  faster. 

84.  I  think  this  program  does  a  lot  for  us  young  people.  It  gives  us  a  chance  to  ob- 
tain a  job  and  to  earn  a  little  extra  money.  Working  at  Millbrae  is  good;  the  work 
is  not  too  hard  and  not  that  easy.  The  pay  is  good;  the  foremen  are  nice,  and 
the  surroundings  are  perfect.  This  program,  I  feel,  helps  us  a  great  deal.  It 
teaches  the  great  value  of  money  and  how  hard  it  comes.  It  teaches  us  the  mean- 
ing of  a  job  and  how  it  must  be  done  properly.  Right  now  I  do  not  know  how  it 
helps  the  people,  but  later  on  I  guess  I  will. 


85.  All-around,  the  entire  program  is  generally  good.  The  work  is  kind  of  hard,  but 
at  least  it's  not  long,  and  we  are  getting  paid  for  the  entire  eight  hours  of  work. 
The  head  foreman  is  kind  of  strict.  The  rest  of  the  foremen  are  very  friendly. 
I  think  thing's  will  be  better  when  or  if  we  go  into  the  mountains  where  it  is 
rougher.  The  wages  are  good,  and  the  conditions  are  good.  The  only  thing  is 
that  lunch  is  a  little  too  short. 

86.  I'm  not  really  out  there  for  any  reason,  except  for  the  money.  I  can't  really  see 
any  way  it  has  helped  me  except  that  it'll  probably  give  me  some  money  and  some 
muscles  and  a  tan. 

87.  The  first  week  in  my  opinion  was  an  exciting  experience  for  me.  This  is  the 
first  time  I  have  worked  on  an  outside  job.  The  first  day  was  pretty  hard  going, 
but  I  hope  it's  worth  it.  Our  group  and  our  foreman  get  along  very  nicely.  One 
bad  thing  about  it  is  here  there  is  no  place  to  eat  our  lunches  except  on  the  weeds. 

88.  It  is  a  good  program  If  it  is  properly  used  in  the  sense  of  work  experience.  If 
not,  it  is  good  for  your  health  and  muscles  because  of  the  fresh  air  and  sun- 
shine and  working  with  the  tools  to  build  up  your  muscles.  The  work  isn't  too 
hard  and  at  times  a  lot  of  fun,  but  the  sun  can  kill  you. 

89.  I  think  that  this  program  carried  out  by  the  city  and  the  government  is  a  great 
benefit  to  me.  It  helps  to  provide  a  daily  activity  and  also  gives  a  salary  which 
helps  me  in  school.  I  think  this  was  a  good  program,  and  I  think  it  will  be  suc- 
cessful. 

90.  I  think  the  job  is  worthwhile  because  it  gives  you  the  ability  to  make  a  young  man 
out  of  yourself  and  keep  a  little  money  in  the  pockets. 

91.  The  first  day  I  started  I  didn't  like  it.  The  second  day  was  the  same,  but  the 
third  day  I  began  liking  it;  and  the  fourth  day  it  was  alright  because  I  had  gotten 
used  to  it.  I  like  the  job  now.  The  work  is  not  hard  and  it's  not  easy,  but  it's 
alright  because  I  know  that  I  can  stick  it  out.  My  foreman,  Mr.  Jordan,  is  a  very 
nice  man.  He  doesn't  work  us  too  hard.  The  boys  I  work  with  all  get  along  to- 
gether. With  good  recommendations,  I  think  this  job  will  help  me  get  another. 


92.  Yes,  I  like  it  because  I'm  able  to  earn  a  few  dollars;  and  I  can  learn  something 
from  this  outdoor  work  to  give  me  more  know-how  on  outdoor  work. 


93.  I  think  the  work  is  a  good  experience  for  people  just  getting  started.  It  will  give 
us  experience  and  more  responsibility  toward  our  way  of  life.  Though  the  job  is 
only  part-time  for  summer,  I  think  it  will  keep  a  lot  of  us  out  of  trouble,  at  least 
until  school  starts  in  September;  and  it  will  give  us  time  to  think  and  develop  a 
better  understanding. 

94.  The  work  is  not  hard.  I  like  the  way  things  are  set  up  out  there  so  we  don't  have 
to  worry  about  transportation.  The  work  will  help  us  to  stay  out  of  trouble.  It 
will  also  give  me  a  reference  for  a  better  job  in  the  future.  It  will  help  other 
boys  to  find  jobs  instead  of  walking  up  and  down  the  streets.  A  job  makes  men 
out  of  boys  for  their  laboring  hours  to  come  later  in  their  lifetime  as  a  worker. 

95.  I  feel  that  the  two  main  functions  of  this  program  are  to  supply  San  Francisco 
youths  jobs  while  benefiting  the  city  itself.  This  program's  function  is  also  to 
give  young  people  a  knowledge  of  manual  labor  and  to  improve  them  both  phy- 
sically and  mentally. 

Although  the  program  may  be  a  financial  benefit,  it  is  not  really  helpful  in  our 
education.  The  courses  we  are  to  participate  in  are  basically  remedial.  The 
speakers  will  probably  try  to  influence  the  kids  to  continue  their  education. 
This  will  not  help  me  because  I  plan  to  go  to  S.F.S.  with  a  science  major. 

96.  It  is  O.K.,  but  the  ride  home  is  too  slow. 


QUESTION:   WHAT  MAKES  TEEN  AGERS  COMM/T  ACTS  OF  VANDALISM? 


ANSWERS    ey  participants  in  the  neighborhood  youth  corps  PROJECT: 


1.  There  is  always  a  reason  for  doing  something  so  unless  the  boy  is  insane,  he 
will  have  a  reason  for  destroying  something.  The  general  reason  probably  is 
that  he  is  mad  at  the  world  or,  in  anger,  he  has  no  other  way  of  releasing  his 
emotions.  He  is  usually  from  a  bad  community  and  doesn't  have  too  many  things 
to  do. 

2.  I  think  the  youth  today  destroys  things  for  kicks  or  they  destroy  things  to  tell 
their  friends  they  did  it.  By  telling  their  friends  it  makes  them  feel  like  a  big 
shot. 

3.  I  think  that  the  youth  of  today  destroys  for  the  kick  of  it.  Since  they  cannot  find 
better  things  to  do,  they  will  do  bad  things,  that  is,  destroy  property.  For  ex- 
ample: If  a  group  of  boys  were  walking  down  the  street  and  saw  a  lot  of  windows 
on  the  side  of  a  building  one  might  ask  to  see  who  could  throw  the  best  or  break 
the  most  windows.  You  could  consider  this  a  sort  of  contest. 

4.  When  a  person  commits  vandalism,  he  does  it  because  he  may  have  had  some 
emotion  built  up  inside  and  needed  to  do  something  that  would  relieve  the  tension. 
Another  reason  could  be  that  a  person  is  trying  to  make  other  persons  look  up 
to  him. 

5.  I  think  that  the  rage  of  vandalism  caused  by  a  young  boy  is  due  to  the  way  he  has 
been  brought  up.  Many  families  are  always  criticizing  expenditures  of  the  local 
and  the  state  governments,  and  they  think  the  government  is  getting  rich;  and, 
since  they  pay  taxes,  they  feel  they  should  see  some  expenditures.  Boys,  at  this 
critical  age,  overhear  these  conversations,  and  maybe  they  are  not  satisfied  in 
their  behavior,  so  they  set  out  to  destroy  property. 

Another  reason  that  might  prompt  this  vandalism  is  pure  satisfaction.  In  my 
opinion,  young  people  nowadays  are  not  taught  the  value  of  property  and  are  not 
given  the  job  of  being  responsible  for  their  own  things.  So,  of  course,  they  grow 
up  with  the  idea  that  the  parents  will  always  be  there  to  give  them  everything 
they  want  without  any  effort  on  their  part.  Because  they  are  not  stable  in  their 
minds  and  since  they  do  not  care  about  property  and  are  not  responsible,  they 
simply  don't  care  when  they  think  about  vandalism. 

I  would  not  do  such  a  thing  because  I  think  I  have  perspective  enough  to  care  for 
and  be  responsible  for  my  and  other  people's  property. 

6.  Hate  induces  violence  sometimes,  but  sometimes  it's  just  that  you  don't  have 
anything  else  to  do  so  you  go  out  with  some  of  your  friends  and  talk  them  into 
doing  it  and  do  it  just  for  kicks.  But  sometimes  you  do  it  to  even  the  score  with 
someone. 

7.  I  don't  know,  but  I  do  know  this  —  the  boys  have  a  way  that  makes  them  do  this 
thing. 


8.  I  think  that  young  people  who  destroy  property,  public  utilities,  and  who  sonne- 
times  steal,  are  the  ones  who  also  cause  trouble  within  the  family.  They  stay 
out  late  at  night  and  try  to  cause  trouble  to  show  that  they  are  the  ones  that  know 
everythir^.  The  things  they  do  are  without  reason;  they  are  doing  it  just  for  kicks 
or  to  show  to  their  friends  that  they  are  tougher  than  the  others. 

9.  One  of  the  reasons  why  a  young  person  wants  to  destroy  public  property  is  be- 
cause the  person  might  be  mad  at  his  parents  or  friends.  He  usually  has  to  get 
rid  of  this  tension  so  he  takes  it  out  on  things  that  belong  to  the  public  or  property 
not  his  own.  Another  reason  is  that  the  person  comes  from  a  broken  home,  and 
it  is  just  plain  boring  around  the  block  or  around  the  house,  so  he  goes  out  and 
finds  something  exciting  to  do. 

10.  In  my  view,  I  think  a  young  teen-ager  would  deprive  people  of  enjoyment  because 
of  the  disadvantages  he  has.  There  are  many  reasons  why  a  young  teen-ager 
would  start  into  vandalism,  such  as  the  way  he  was  brought  up  and  his  oppor- 
tunity. He  might  be  mad  because  he  doesn't  have  what  other  people  might  have. 
I  guess  I  might  have  done  some  myself.  Sometimes  it  might  be  for  no  reason  at 
all.  Also,  if  a  group  were  to  start  anything,  just  to  be  with  the  group  the  fellows 
in  the  gang  don't  want  to  be  left  out.  Another  reason  might  be  the  trouble  that  is 
caused  inside  of  the  individual.  His  father  and  mother  might  be  too  strict  or 
gentle  with  the  way  he  was  brought  up.  He  might  have  been  influenced  by  outside 
sources.  These  are  some  facts  and  some  of  my  viewpoints. 

11.  With  respect  to  those  things  that  happen  in  the  newspaper,  those  boys  may  have 
done  it  for  the  hell  of  it.  Maybe  someone  dared  them  to  do  it.  Maybe  they  did  it 
for  kicks  or  so  they  can  brag  about  it  and  act  like  big  punks.  They  may  not  like 
that  person.  A  person  can  do  something  for  the  hell  of  it  because  he's  mad  or 
he  has  nothing  to  do  at  the  time. 

12.  I  do  not  know  why  the  young  people  of  today  do  the  things  that  they  do.  I  do  not 
and  would  not  do  anything  like  that.  One  reason  is  that  I  was  brought  up  better. 

13.  A  person  that  does  things  like  this  might  have  a  lot  of  hate  or  he  does  nothing 
in  his  right  mind. 

14.  A  young  person  would  be  a  vandal  when  he  or  she  does  not  get  along  with  his 
family.  If  a  person  wants  something  really  bad  and  their  parents  refuse  to  let 
them  have  it,  they  will  feel  depressed  and  will  sometimes  take  it  out  in  destroy- 
ing someone  else's  property,  just  to  get  even  with  their  parents  by  making  them 
pay  for  it.  This  is  probably  how  they  figure  it  out  or  think.  Another  reason  is 
when  he  bets  with  someone,  and  he  must  destroy  something  to  win  the  bet.  This 
also  makes  him  the  big  shot,  and  his  friends  might  respect  him. 

15.  I  think  they  do  it  because  there  is  nothing  better  to  do  at  the  time.  If  there  was 
enough  recreation  and  places  to  go,  they  would  not  get  mad  at  something,  and  they 
would  not  take  it  out  on  something  that  can't  defend  itself. 

16.  The  person's  mind  has  a  lot  to  do  with  this  hate  against  the  world;  it  also  comes 
from  the  fact  that  it  is  a  way  of  striking  back  at  others  for  things  that  have  hap- 
pened in  the  past.

17.  One  reason  why  they  might  do  the  things  that  are  wrong  is  at  one  time  they  might 
have  been  kicked  out  of  that  place  for  something  that  they  did  not  do. 

18.  In  my  opinion,  the  thing  that  makes  a  kid  turn  vandal  is  sometimes  an  inferiority 
complex.  This  is  like  something  eating  away  at  him,  giving  him  an  urge  to  de- 
stroy public  property. 

19.  Most  boys  are  misled  by  older  boys  who  say,  "If  that  happened  to  me,  I  would 
wreck  the  place."  That's  why  younger  boys  do  these  things,  or  some  boys  are 
partly  mental  cases  and  do  these  things  for  kicks  or  just  for  fun. 

20.  Why  anybody  would  break  into  a  church  and  break  up  statues  and  things  of  wor- 
ship, I  don't  know.  But  breaking  windows  in  a  swimming  pool  I  can  understand. 
Maybe  they  didn't  know  how  to  swim  and  didn't  want  anyone  else  swimming. 
I've  done  things  of  that  sort  myself  just  for  fun. 

21.  I  myself  would  cut  a  seat  on  a  bus  before  I  got  off  it.  Maybe  when  this  boy  got 
on  the  bus  the  bus  driver  got  on  his  back  in  front  of  everyone  on  the  bus  so  the 
boy  has  to  do  something.  At  least  he  thinks  so  because  everyone  is  looking  at 
him,  so  he  cuts  up  some  seat. 

22.  I  think  the  cause  of  vandalism  by  some  boys  is  because  they  think  it  is  fun.  Some 
boys  destroy  other  people's  property  just  to  make  people  suffer.  Some  boys  do 
bad  things  to  others  because  others  have  done  it  to  them.  Some  boys  destroy 
things  because  they  can't  enjoy  it  themselves;  so  they  try  to  prevent  others  from 
having  fun  because  they  couldn't  have  it.  If  they  can't  have  it,  nobody  can.  Mostly 
the  boy  does  it  just  to  laugh  at  people,  and  he  thinks  it's  funny. 

23.  Too  much  leisure  time  may  be  a  cause  of  juvenile  deliquency.  Another  cause 
may  result  from  the  needs  of  a  particular  person  or  persons  who  has  to  steal 
or  vandalize  in  order  to  satisfy  such  needs.  Still  another  cause  may  be  the  result 
of  a  grudge.  A  person  may  do  "indecent"  acts  only  to  get  even  with  someone  who 
mentally  or  physically,  indirectly  or  directly,  has  hurt  the  aforementioned  person. 

24.  It  could  be  this  certain  person  is  mentally  off-balance  or  drunk  at  the  moment 
this  thought  has  occupied  his  mind,  or  he  has  nothing  better  to  do. 

25.  I  would  probably  have  done  some  of  the  vandalistic  things  mentioned  if  I  were  not 
in  what  I  think  is  a  good  environment.  Young  people  usually  like  to  do  new  and  ex- 
citing things.  As  they  get  older,  they  get  their  "kicks"  from  driving  fast  cars,  sky 
diving,  underwater  swimming,  etc.  Once  in  awhile,  these  young  kids,  coming  from 
a  bad  environment,  think  of  things  they  can  do  for  fun.  If  these  "bunch  of  kids" 
are  bold  and  think  they're  tough,  they  would  attempt  such  vandalism  for  "kicks." 
They  have  no  knowledge  of  depriving  persons  of  the  place  they  vandalize.  In  doing 
such  bold  things,  they  can  boast  to  their  friends  that  I  did  this  and  that.  What's 
wrong  with  you?  Are  you  chicken?  I  knew  a  group  of  kids  who  painted  a  fire  hy- 
drant for  kicks.  After  doing  so,  they  boasted  to  their  friends  about  it. 

26.  Why  some  young  people  destroy  things  for  no  apparent  reason  is  hard  for  me  to 
understand.  I  would  never  do  it. 

Though  vandalism  is  hard  for  me  to  understand,  I  will  attempt  to  explain  it.  Some 


young  people  might  destroy  to  get  even  with  society  in  general  for  what  they  think 
is  an  injustice  to  them.  This  may  sound  funny,  but  I  think  some  young  people 
destroy  just  for  the  "fun"  of  it.  For  them,  there  is  a  certain  thrill  in  doing  the 
wrong  thing.  They  think,  "I  am  big.  I  can  do  whatever  I  want." 

27.  The  cause  of  vandalism  might  be  the  lack  of  intelligence  in  some  kid's  mind.  Some 
don't  have  anything  better  to  do  so  they  go  out  and  destroy  things.  Some  persons 
get  involved  by  going  around  with  the  wrong  crowd  so  they  do  things  the  crowd 
does,  or  guys  want  to  prove  a  point  to  their  friends  or  to  themselves  that  they  are 
the  boss  or  tougher  than  the  other  fellows » 

28.  They  sometimes  do  it  for  fun  and  sometimes  they  do  it  in  front  of  their  friends. 
Sometimes  they  do  it  so  they  can  be  in  a  gang. 

29.  I  think  that  when  a  group  of  boys  get  together  they  have  nothing  to  do,  and  that's 
why  they  do  these  kinds  of  things. 

30.  Uncalled  for  acts  of  vandalism  by  teen-agers  are  done  for  no  reason  at  all,  just 
for  * 'kicks."  These  things  are  done  just  to  be  doing  something. 

31.  I  think  that  when  a  group  of  boys  organize  a  club  they  want  everybody-  to  know 
about  it.  so  they  go  around  fighting  and  destroying  things.  They  want  everybody  to 
know  them;  they  want  to  be  big.  You  take  one  plain  boy,  and  he  wants  people  to 
think  he's  bad  so  he  goes  around  wrecking  other  people's  things  to  make  people 
think  he's  big.  During  the  summer  they  don't  find  jobs,  and  they  are  home  doing 
nothing,  so  they  go  out  and  have  what  they  call  a  good  time;  and  it's  really  hurtii..7; 
other  people. 

32.  Why?  In  the  first  place,  I  think  what  makes  the  young  person  do  evil  is  because  he 
is  lonely.  He  might  not  look  lonely,  but  many  young  people  are  lonely.  When  he 
destroys  something,  he  knows  that  he  is  going  to  be  caught  and  then  put  In  jail;  but 
there  he  thinks  he  will  find  friends.  Some,  of  course,  do  this  to  show  how  tough 
they  are;  and  they  want  to  show  that  they  are  bullies. 

33.  —  Irresponsibility  and  a  poor  set  of  values  to  live  by  —  kids  usually  do  things 
like  that  for  "kicks"  and  that  is  just  a  show  —  a  proof  of  their  poor  set  of  values 
and  their  lack  of  consideration  for  others.  This  may  all  be  the  result  of  poor  up- 
bringing —  a  poor  choice  of  friends;  the  kids  or  kid  may  have  emotional  problems, 
or  it  may  be  just  a  result  of  idleness,  boredom,  nothing  to  do.  So  they  all  go  out 
and  look  for  "action."  It  would  be  interesting  to  see  these  same  individuals  act 
after  they  reach  adulthood. 

34.  I  think  the  reason  for  the  destruction  of  property  by  the  "hoods"  is  to  get  atten- 
tion. I  think  they  do  it  so  they  can  tell  their  friends  they  did  it  and  get  into  the 
newspapers  and  become  big  in  their  own  sense.  They  probably  know  it's  wTong, 
but  they  do  it  anyway  because  they  can't  find  any  other  way  to  feel  "important." 

35.  The  question  why  do  boys  commit  vandalism  has  many  answers.  Some  boys  are 
jealous  of  other  people's  property  and  want  to  have  something  just  like  it  or  the 
object  itself  whatever  it  may  be.  They  can't  get  it,  and  they  destroy  it  so  that  no 
one  can  share  it.  Some  boys  like  to  destroy  things  to  be  mischievous  and  find  out 
what  will  happen  after  they  have  destroyed  it.  They  don't  know  why  they  did,  but 


they  did  commit  vandalism  and  must  suffer  the  consequences.  Other  boys  commit 
vandalism  to  belong  to  a  club  in  which  they  would  like  to  belong,  a  club  of  cool 
boys.  This  question  deserves  a  little  more  time  and  thought  by  the  proper  authori- 
ties of  the  city  to  try  and  stop  the  boys  who  are  doing  the  destroying. 

36.  The  reasons  that  some  adolescents  purposely  destroy  public  properties  with  no 
apparent  motivation  are  many.  The  most  likely  reason  is  probably  because  they  do 
it  for  self-satisfaction  as  a  repelling  force  against  the  forces  of  adult  society. 
In  their  struggle  for  independence  from  the  pressures  of  adults,  these  misled 
teen-agers  purposely  destroy  in  order  to  counter  with  the  adults.  Other  adoles- 
cents might  destroy  properties  because  their  friends  are  doing  it.  In  conforming 
to  the  rituals  of  their  friends,  they  would  do  it  to  make  a  "big  impression."  Some 
teen-agers  may  have  been  brought  up  in  homes  where  they  might  create  a  feeling 
of  satisfaction  whenever  they  perform  vandalism. 

37.  It  is  not  the  motivation  of  wanton  destruction  nor  is  it  selfishness  in  the  satisfac- 
tion of  depriving  others  that  causes  vandalism.  The  combination  of  conditions, 
family  situations,  financial  difficulties,  and  all  around  general  pressures  that  can 
drive  any  guy  into  committing  acts  of  destruction  is  the  main  ingredient  which  goes 
into  making  vandalism  occur.  A  guy  when  driven  to  this  point  does  not  think  ra- 
tionally nor  does  he  act  rationally.  He  loses  all  his  inhibitions  for  a  while,  and 
the  steam  that  he  gets  off  his  chest  is  the  only  thing  he  gains  from  it. 

38.  I  think  the  reason  a  person  resorts  to  vandalism  is  because  he  has  nothing  else 
better  to  do.  He  may  want  something  to  do  to  let  off  steam  and  at  the  same  time 
have  fun  but  doesn't  want  to  resort  to  playing  ball.  So  he  turns  to  breaking  things 
that  don't  belong  to  him  for  no  apparent  reason.  He  finds  satisfaction  in  this  way. 

39.  Crash!  Bang!  Clang!  Boom!  These  are  not  just  words;but  they  are  sounds  often 
related  to  the  younger  generation  —  our  generation,  the  teenagers.  They  are 
sounds  of  windows  being  broken,  buildings  being  marred,  and  other  property  being 
defaced  or  destroyed.  The  first  question  that  comes  to  mind  is  why  do  these  kids 
do  such  deeds  ?  The  answer  is  quite  easy.  Persons  who  are  usually  involved  in  such 
actions  usually  have  nothing  to  do.  They  are  the  people  whom  other  people  see 
loitering  in  the  streets.  These  youngsters  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  cause  vandal- 
ism to  "kill  their  boredom.*'  The  solution?  Simple!  More  programs  like  the  one 
we  are  working  in  to  give  us  something  to  do! 

40.  I  think  that  people  who  do  those  things  usually  have  some  sort  of  problem  at  home. 
Their  parents  may  have  split  up  or  maybe  everyone  is  always  fighting  each  other 
in  the  family.  When  afewof  these  boys  get  together,  they  can  cause  quite  a  ruckus. 
These  boys  would  release  their  anger  of  the  world  by  breaking  everything  in 
sight.  I  think  that  all  these  boys  need  is  love  and  understanding.  I  don't  think  any- 
body is  giving  them  any.  Adults  are  cruel,  and  when  adults  treat  a  young  misunder- 
stood boy  like  a  condemned  criminal,  the  boy  usually  believes  it  and  may  become 
what  the  adults  pictured  him  to  be  —  a  no  good  criminal. 

41.  The  reason  I  believe  a  young  boy  does  uncalled  for,  destructive  things  is  mainly 
because  he  just  feels  like  doing  something  bad.  I  don't  know  any  other  reason  be- 
cause the  people  I  see  or  hear  of  doing  these  things  do  it  for  the  same  reasons, 
just  to  be  doing  something. 


42.  Some  of  them  do  it  to  be  thought  of  as  some  kind  of  a  big  time  destroyer.  A  lot 
need  jobs  and  are  so  discouraged  that  they  must  do  something  to  take  the  feel  of 
failure  away,  so  they  destroy  property.  Some  are  just  mentally  ill. 

43.  Well,  sometimes  the  reason  is  that  a  person  is  tired  or  just  lets  his  mind  wander. 
Like  the  swimming  pool,  some  boys  could  have  just  been  standing  around  when  one 
boy  threw  a  rock  without  thinking  and  broke  one  window,  then  the  other  boys  started 
throwing  too,  and  then  it  became  fun  and  since  they  didn't  have  anything  better 
to  do  they  just  broke  the  rest  of  the  windows.  They  also  could  be  mentally  ill 
or  just  want  to  show  off. 

44.  The  main  reasons  for  boys  destroying  property  that  is  not  theirs  is  that  they  are 
just  trying  to  be  somebody  big  around  some  of  their  friends.  Nine  out  of  ten  boys 
would  not  go  out  alone  and  do  something  like  that.  When  I  was  younger,  I  used  to  do 
a  lot  of  things  like  blocking  the  street  with  barrows  so  cars  could  not  pass.  I  got 
a  big  thrill  out  of  this,  but  now  that  I  think  of  it  I  never  went  to  do  this  by  myself. 
I  have  a  friend  who  does  things  like  that  right  now.  About  a  month  ago,  one  night 
we  were  coming  from  a  party.  The  boy  said,  "Let's  break  this  window."  So  I  said, 
•'What  for?"  He  had  no  answer,  but  he  broke  it  anyway. 

45.  People  do  things  like  that  for  the  fun  of  it.  Some  do  it  to  look  good  in  front  of  their 
friends.  Others  do  it  so  they  will  be  a  part  of  a  gang.  Some  do  it  because  they  have 
been  drinking,  and- they  don't  know  what  they're  doing,  (white  port) 

46.  I  think  the  reason  some  boys  break  up  things  is  that  they  might  be  mad  at  some- 
body or  something  is  wrong  with  them.  And  if  something  happened  at  home  that  he 
needed  some  money  and  he  could  not  get  it,  he  probably  would  be  mad  at  himself 
and  go  around  breaking  up  things. 

47.  I  feel  that  the  reason  young  adults  commit  wanton  acts  of  vandalism  is  that  this  is 
one  of  their  means  of  expressing  their  rebellion  against  their  peers  and  organized 
society. 

43.  Nobody  knows,  perhaps  not  even  the  vandals,  why  they  did  what  they  did.  I'm  not 
qualified  to  answer  a  question  on  things  such  as  this.  It  may  be  a  sort  of  unusual 
thrill  received;  it  may  be  a  way  of  unleashing  hidden  frustrations;  or  it  may  be 
that  these  vandals  need  help,  I  can't  say. 

49.  Sometimes  a  teenager  likes  to  do  these  things  just  to  be  doing  them.  They  do  it  for 
no  reason  at  all.  They  might  get  in  trouble  or  something,  and  they  take  it  out  on  a 
person  or  thing.  The  reason  I  think  a  person  does  these  things  is  that  a  person 
may  have  something  and  may  be  having  fun  with  it,  and  the  other  person  doesn't 
have  it  so  he  breaks  it  up;  this  makes  the  person  end  up  like  him,  with  nothing  at 
all. 

50.  Some  people  feel  that  if  they  do  something  wrong  then  other  people  v,lll  look  up  to 
them.  Most  of  the  time  they  will  do  this  wrong  act  in  front  of  someone  that  will 
tell  other  people,  and  this  will  make  them  feel  big. 

51.  Maybe  because  some  people  are  maniacs!  Or  maybe  because  they  like  the  idea 
of  being  able  to  destroy  something  that  is  not  theirs  and  get  away  with  it. 


52. 

53. 


Alot  of  people  don't  have  respect  for  other  people's  property.  Maybe  they  destroy 
swimming  pools  because  they  weren't  allowed  to  swim  there. 


I  think  it  is  the  parents'  fault  for  not  training  their  son  not  to  break  statues.  I  am 
used  to  doing  it  before  so  I  know  how  it  iSo 


54.  Because  they  have  nothing  to  do  or  they  feel  in  a  rowdy  mood. 

55.  The  thing  that  probably  makes  someone  destroy  another's  property  is  that  maybe 
they  don't  have  the  property  that  the  other  people  have.  Some  of  them  probably  do 
It  for  fun,  to  show  off  to  their  friends  that  they  are  big  gangsters.  I  remember  a 
guy  who  used  to  steal  things  just  to  show  that  he  can  steal. 

56.  To  make  it  brief,  because  they  have  nothing  else  to  do.  No  jobs,  no  activities,  and 
most  important  of  all  not  a  good  education. 

57.  He  could  be  angry  at  someone  so  he  takes  it  out  on  something.  He  doesn't  mean  to 
destroy  anything,  but  he  can't  help  it;  or  he  could  be  the  kind  of  person  that  likes 
to  damage  public  property,  going  around  breaking  windows  in  swimming  pools, 
churches,  houses,  and  stores. 

58.  When  you  have  a  problem  or  when  you're  mad  at  someone  consciously  or  uncon- 
sciously you  feel  a  need  for  something  to  get  it  out  of  your  system.  Destruction  is 
one  of  the  ways  that  you  get  relief. 

59.  Nothing  else  to  do.  Revenge. 

60.  Depression  and  desperate  emotion  are  the  reasons  why.  Also  the  fact  of  being  at 
places  at  the  wrong  time  instead  of  at  the  right  time,  and  nothing  to  do  but  hang 
around  street  corners.  Where  there's  conflict  at  home  or  disagreement  at  home, 
there's  arguments  and  the  child  may  become  lost  and  feel  not  wanted,  so  he  goes 
out  and  does  things  maybe  to  find  out  if  he  is  someone,  to  prove  himself,  but  most 
of  all  to  gain  attention;  then  there's  jealousy  where  someone  wants  something 
that  he  or  she  can't  have  so  he  steals  it.  So  all  of  this  combines  with  how  the  child 
is  being  prepared  at  home  or  among  friends,  or  most  of  all  in  work. 

61.  Why  does  a  young  person  decide  he  has  to  destroy  someone  else's  personal  prop- 
erty or  a  place  that  is  for  public  use?  Most  of  the  time  it's  just  because  he  hasn't 
anything  to  do,  and  sometimes  it's  just  to  show  off,  to  act  "Big." 

62.  I  think  that  it  is  because  there  is  no  work  for  the  boy  in  the  mountains.  The  boy 
was  stagnant,  and  he  wanted  to  be  seen  and  to  be  someone;  and  he  didn't  laiow  how 
so  he  goes  out  and  destroys  other  people' spends  just  for  the  benefit  of  himself.  And 
the  boy  was  finally  sent  off  of  the  job,  and  that  is  the  way  the  boy  did  it.  Most  boys 
are  in  a  jam  of  some  kind,  that's  all. 

63.  There  are  several  reasons  why  teen-agers  destroy  and  damage  property.  One 
might  be  because  they  do  not  like  a  person  in  that  particular  building.  They  also 
might  be  in  a  condition  where  they  don't  know  what  they're  doing,  or  just  because 
they  feel  rowdy. 


64.  To  tell  you  the  truth,  I  don't  do  things  like  that.  Sometimes  I  just  get  the  feeling 
to  do  things  like  that,  but  I  think  what  good  will  it  do.  It's  not  helping  me.  It  only 
makes  it  hard  for  everybody„ 

The  reason  young  adults  do  these  things  is  they  just  have  to  do  something  wrong. 
They  say  to  themselves,  "It's  no  big  thing  to  go  to  jail.'  It's  fun  being  in  jail. 
Many  destroy  property  just  to  get  back  at  a  person.  Many  really  don't  know  right 
from  wrong.  It  all  starts  from  home.  They  just  don't  know  the  value  of  property o 

65.  I  think  a  young  person's  reason  for  destroying  property  is  because  someone  or 
somebody  has  made  them  mad,  and  they  think  they  feel  better  if  they  make  some- 
one else  feel  bad.  And  some  people  get  a  big  kick  out  of  tearing  up  things  so  they 
can  get  in  trouble  so  they  can  be  noticed. 

66.  To  give  you  a  pat  answer  to  this  question  would  be  impossible.  You  want  us  to 
solve  a  problem  of  this  society  that  society  has  created.  I,  however,  do  have  my 
personal  views.  I  believe  that  the  parents  are  the  main  cause.  So  called  *'well  to 
do"  parents  give  their  kids  everything  they  want  so  that  they  must  do  something 
that  they  cannot  do  with  money  alone.  Kids  from  the  other  side  of  the  track  parti- 
cipate in  acts  of  vandalism  because  it  gives  them  as  satisfaction  in  destroying 
what  they  themselves  can't  have.  Here  again,  it  is  the  parents  who  are  responsi- 
ble. The  lack  of  love  and  understanding  and  teaching  at  home  of  what  is  right 
and  wrong  results  in  the  kid  "going  bad." 


67.  Nothing  else  to  do.  To  show  what  they  can  do. 

68.  A  guy  who  has  a  job  and  just  sits  around  every  day,  a  guy  who  has  tried  to  find 
work  but  can't  even  get  in  the  front  door,  sit  around  every  day  and  become  rest- 
less and  want  to  find  something  to  do.  Tension  soon  builds  up  in  their  minds,  and 
they  go  and  find  something  to  do,  anything.  They're  angry  but  they  might  not  show 
it.  The  slightest  thing  someone  says  to  them  might  set  them  off  to  commit  an 
act  of  violence. 

69.  When  a  person  takes  it  upon  himself  and  destroys  property  which  is  not  his  own 
for  no  reason,  there  is  most  likely  something  disburbing  him  mentally. 

70.  He  feels  angry  at  something,  and  he  tries  to  get  even.  Soon  he  destroys  some- 
thing. Sometimes  it  makes  him  feel  good  destroying  things. 

71.  I  myself  wouldn't  say  that  I  wouldn't  do  these  things  because  I  have  done  these 
things  before.  Most  people  don't  have  a  reason  for  doing  something;  they  just 
like  to  be  doing  something. 

72.  I  think  the  answer  to  this  question  is  that  these  young  people  don't  have  anything 
else  to  do.  I  believe  most  teen-agers  today  are  not  kept  busy  enough.  If  the  older 
people  would  pay  more  attention  to  the  younger  and  give  them  jobs  or  just  any- 
thing to  keep  them  busy,  perhaps  the  problem  would  not  arise.  Another  reason, 
I  believe,  is  that  the  parents  of  these  teen-agers  don't  give  enough  attention  to 
their  children  and  don't  keep  them  busy  enough  at  home.  That's  my  reason  for 
all  the  damage  today. 


73.  The  reason  I  think  a  young  person  would  do  any  sort  of  vandalism  would  be  first 
if  the  person  were  mad  at  the  place  he  had  destroyed.  There  should  have  been  a 
cause  then  the  effect  of  an  individual's  actions  toward  the  cause.  The  person 
must  have  revenge  on  the  cause,  therefore  he  does  it  in  a  way  he  knows  will 
hurt  his  cause. 

Another  good  reason  for  damages  to  property  would  be  to  attract  attention.  He 
would  do  something  to  show  that  he  is  some  kind  of  a  hotshot. 

We  might  remember  though  that  the  end  never  justifies  the  means. 

74.  What  makes  every  boy  do  the  things  that  he  should  not  do  is  done  usually  when 
he  is  in  a  "gang"  or  group  of  boys.  He  has  nothing  to  do  so  he  passes  the  time 
away  by  doing  wrong.  He  either  needs  a  job,  more  attention,  or  is  mentally  ill. 
Another  reason  is  he  does  not  have  as  much  common  sense  as  other  boys  who 
do  something  else  like  read  a  book. 

75.  What  makes  every  boy  do  things  he  shouldn't  do  is  usually  done  only  while  he 
is  in  a  gang  with  a  lot  of  boys.  It  is  done  because  he  has  nothing  else  to  do  and 
has  to  pass  the  time  away.  He  either  needs  a  job  or  more  attention  from  elders 
or  he  is  mentally  ill.  Another  reason  is  because  he  wants  to  get  in  good  with  the 
"big  shots"  of  the  community. 

76.  You  have  asked  me  one  of  the  most  difficult  questions  which  has  yet  occurred 
in  our  program.  Frankly,  I  do  not  know  for  what  reason  such  a  thing  happens 
every  day.  Neither  do  I  believe  the  other  teen-agers  have  any  idea  at  all.  But 
one  thing  I  do  know  —  that  is,  most  of  us  know  what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong. 
The  question  still  remains,  "Why  does  he  choose  the  wrong?"  Well,  1  think  it 
is  because  he  has  not  the  courage  to  do  the  right,  which  has  no  active  action. 
How  can  one  show  his  superiority  when  he  can  do  it  in  only  one  way? 

77.  There  are  many  reasons  why  people  destroy  property,  but  there  are  not  many 
reasons  why  they  would  cause  destruction.  A  person  with  nothing  to  do  or  who 
is  bored  may  go  out  and  wreck  buildings  just  for  "kicks"  or  he  would  want  to 
show  off  to  his  friends  that  he  isn't  a  sissy  or  a  chicken  by  doing  such  things. 
Perhaps  this  is  why  some  juvenile  delinquents  would  do  such  things  without 
actually  benefiting  or  getting  much  satisfaction.  Taking  a  risk  destroying  prop- 
erty, they  might  be  caught.  Thus,  this  act  destroys  his  citizen  record  and  pro- 
duces a  police  record  that  may  often  effect  his  future  life.  Boredom  and  showing 
off,  I  think,  are  the  prime  factors  of  vandalism. 

78.  If  you  really  want  to  find  out  what  satisfaction  people  get  out  of  destroying  things 
which  don't  belong  to  them,  I  think  it  all  starts  with  their  parents'  not  telling 
them  or  teaching  them  right  from  wrong. 

79.  You  start  when  you're  young  as  a  juvenile.  You  might  not  have  any  parents  to 
give  you  the  right  kind  of  proper  home  training,  and  then  you  might  not  have  a 
father  and  just  have  a  mother,  and  then  you  might  just  have  a  father  and  not  a 
mother.  Sometimes  just  a  mother  or  just  a  father  won't  help.  So  then  you  begin 
to  do  things  because  you  don't  care.  You  begin  to  steal  and  rob,  then,  as  you 
become  older,  it  can  lead  to  worse  things  like  pushing  narcotics,  and  you  wind 
up  killing  somebody. 


Then  again  some  people  just  don't  care.  They  like  to  do  those  kind  of  things. 
I  don't  care  what  kind  of  home  training  they  have  had,  they  just  like  to  do  things 
like  that,  and  those  are  the  people  we  have  to  excuse.  Those  people  need  help 
and  need  it  badly.  They  are  what  you  can  call  mentally  retarded. 

So  that's  what  makes  you  a  bandit. 

80.  I  think  maybe  the  kids  who  destroy  other  people's  property  are  crazy.  Also, 
because  they  can't  use  the  public  property,  they  don't  want  anybody  else  to  use  it.

Mr.  Farneworth  has  asked  me  to  reply  to  your  letter  in  which  you  request 
assistaace  in  obtaining  young  redwood  trees  for  planting  on  your  water- 
shed lands  in  San  Mateo  County.    We  understand  that  the  planting  is  to 
be  done  by  members  of  the  Youth  Conservation  Corps. 

Ue  are  honored  to  be  invited  to  participate  in  this  worthy  cause  and 
we  would  like  to  donate  5000  Coast  redwood  (Sequoia  sempervirens) 
seedlings. 

Since  the  seedlings  are  still  in  an  active  growing  state,  they  cannot 
be  dug  from  the  nursery  beds  until  early  December.    Most  probably,  they 
could  not  be  delivered  to  the  site  prior  to  mid -December.     Since  there 
may  be  a  conflict  because  of  the  holiday  period,  you  may  wish  to  com- 
mence planting  early  in  January.

Such  a  project  should  be  feasible  if  the  planting  crews  are  properly 
Instructed  and  the  trees  are  planted  at  the  right  time.    The  best  time  would 
probably  be  soBJetime  from  the  middle  of  January  through  February.    By  this 
time  the  ground  la  generally  well  soaked  to  considerable  depth  by  winter  rains; 
this  is  essential  for  bare-root  and  even  potted  seedlings. 

John  DoKdakin  of  our  office  could  meet  with  you  or  your  representative  the 
early  part  of  November.    At  that  time  a  reconnaissance  could  be  made  for  good 
planting  sites.     He  could  also  instruct  the  planting  crews  or  key  personnel  in 
charge  of  the  project  on  the  day  of  the  planting.     There  are  a  few  simple 
techniques  that  are  essential  for  success  In  establishing  a  plantation. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  news  media  have  a  reporter  and  possibly  a  TV 
cameraman  to  cover  the  planting  activities.    This  has  been  used  locally  in 
times  past  when  Boy  Scouts  and  Camp  Fire  Girls  undertook  to  plant  burned  areas. 
The  public  is  always  interested  in  such  activities,  especially  when  they  are 
used  to  improve  public  lands. 

It  is  a  fine  thing  if  you  can  make  such  good  use  of  the  neighborhood 
youth  corps.  The  young  volunteers  can  watch  the  growing  trees  with  great 
satisfaction  for  years  to  come;    all  tree  planters  enjoy  this  feeling.
